HB 5612 (Rep. Alexander) A bill  to  amend 1933 PA 167, entitled "General
sales  tax  act,"  by  amending  sections  4a  and  25
(MCL 205.54a and 205.75), as amended by 2021
PA 108.

Representatative Julie Alexander, the bill sponsor for HB 5611 and HB5 612, explained the
bills. Questions and comments followed.
